Ae we know there is ‘‘nothing mew under
the sun," we are not surprized to hear tha!
the fuhabitants of anclent Nineveh employed
a process whioh may fairly be termed ‘‘ena-
melling.” The eskin was first rubbed with
pumice-stone, and afterwards coated with
white paint. Mr. Layard points ont that
traces of biack and white pigments are visible
on the ayes and eyebrows of the soulptures;

thege parts of the bas.relicfs appear to have

been more carefully painted than any other,
The flesh of the last kiog of Nineveh, we ars
told by Athenwns, was as white as milk, and
his eyes and eyebrowa were painted black,
Astysges s reported to have also had his
eyes aud face thus painted. A lndy's dressing-
cafe fonnd sl Thehes contained a goodly array
of jara and bottles coutaluing perfames and
cormeticr,

Xenoplhon, in his Cyropadia (b ., . 3), re-
lates that when Cyrns, at the age of twelve
years, went wilh his mother to visit his grand-
father Astyages, King of the Medes, he fonud
him adorned with paint round his eyea, color
on his face, and & magnificent wig of llowing
rivglets, The Fgyptiaus used also a black
powder called kohil or kohol, which, applisd
with a wooden or ivory bodkin to the pupily
of the eyor, increased their brilllancy, and
made thewn appear larger—a castom still pre-
valent throunghout the Hast—and, we ragrat to
say, not unkunown in tuis conntry. Mr. Rim-
mell, in his “Book of Perfames,’ tells ns
that it is mwade in the following way:—=The
inkide of & lemon iz removed, fitled up with
plumbago and barned copper, and placed in
the fire tillit becomes carbonized ; then pow-
dered in & mortar with coral, sandal-wood,
pemtls, ambergris, the wing of a bat, and
part of the body of a chamelson—the whole
bavivg been previously burped to a cindar,
and moistened wilh rose-watsr while Lot,

Some think that when Jeuebel, in Holy
Wiit, is stated to bhave “painted her facs, and
tired her head, and locked out at a window,"
it means that she merely gave a dark hne to
her eyes. Eaekiel explaing this mode of
painting when he says: “Thou didst wash
thyeell, paintest thine eyes, and deckest thy-
gell with ornaments.’’

Face-painting was nol praclised by the
Greek ladies in the time of Homer; but they
afterwards used white-lead, and touched up
their cheeks and lips with vermilion or a root
called poderos, similar to alkanet.root. The
Romans, according to DPliny, used cosmetics
to preserva their complexion, consisting of

ea-lour, barley-neal, eggs, wine-lees, harts-
orn, bulbs of narcissas, ete. A sort of poul-
tice was made with tlese, which was kept on
the face all night and part of the day. Pop.-
paa, the wife of Nero, invented an ointment
for the face, called from Ler nawme Foppaanum,
made of asses’ milk,

Ovid, in Lis Medicaming Faciei, says that
two pounds of the barley bronght from the
Libyan fields, mixed with an equal quantity of
bean-flour, ten eggs, the sixth part of a pound
of hartshorn puasfed through a sieve, and
twelve narcigsus bulbs, two ounces of gum, as
much Tuscan seed, and eighteen onuces of
honey, will render the face smoother and
more brilliant than a mirror. The Romans
also used fucus, a kind of rouge, for the
cheeks, as early as the days of Plautus; pots
of this psubstance made of rock-crystal,
gimilar to the modern, were fonnd at Heron-
lapeum. The rouge, or purpurissus, used by
the Greek and Rowan ladies, was of a rose-
color, and mude of white chalk, dissolved in
a strovg purple liguid, twice precipitated.
The last precipitate was the rouge, They also
used & need Syrian root ealled rizium, white
lead (cerussa), #nd chalk (creta)., The use of
both red aund white paint was, in the time of
Augustug, confined to women of (uality.

We give the following slory in outline, to
ghow the effect these things had upon the
anclents. It was farnished to Layard's
sNineveh,” in 1542, by Mr. Samuel Birch, of
the British Mugenm.

Ariams, King of the Medes, had amongat
hig subjects one Parsondes, & man renowned
for his counrage and stkength. DParsondes,
having observed that Nanarus, the Governor
of Babylon, was very efiemninate in his per-
gop, and shaved himsell carefully, conceived
a diglike to Lim, and asked the king to trans.
fer his post to him. The Kking refased; and
Nanarns having heard whuat bad oconrred,
swors to be revenged on Parsondes,

The gallant Mede was indaced to drink
gweet wined mixed with intoxicating dengs,
and was taken before Nanarus, who aslked hiwm
why he had tried to supplant iim. *"BDacause
I thonght myself more worthy of the honor,
for I am more manly and more nsefnl to the
kipg than you, who are shaven, and have
your eyes noderlined with stibium, and your
face painted with white lead.” Nanarus
then ewore by Belus &aud by DMylitia
(the Babylonian Venns) that he would
quickly make Farsondes softer and fairer
than avy woman. He bad him shaved and
rubbed with pumice-stone, bathed twice
a day, his eyes underlined, and taught to aius
and play upon the harp, and his hair plaite
like & woman’s, The experiment succeeded,
and the manly Parsondes became as effeminate
as Nanarus. Artwcuns, the Kiog, after seven
years, heard of his favorite, and demanded
that he should be restered. The ambassador
who oame with this demand was invited by
Nanarue to a banguet, in the course of which
one hundred and fiity female players entered
the ball, and Navarns asked the ambassador
whioch of the women he thought superior to
the rest in beanty and accomplishments; upon
which he pointed to Varsondes. The latter
was then set free, and contrived, on his return
home, to inflict summary punishment on his
enemy.,

The orientals use schnouda, a perfectly white
gream, compoed of jasmine pomade avd bea-
zoin, by means of which a very natural but
transient bloom 8 imparted to the cheeks.
They also use batilha, a complexion powder,
made of cowrle shells, rice, borax, lemons, and
epge, with beaus and lentils. Bonuiai, in Lis
“Travels in Egypt,” says:—*'8o much care is
not thrown awey; nowhere are the women
more uniformly beautiful, nowhere do they
POsseEs MOTe the talent of ass=isting nature,
nowhere, in s word, are they befter skilled or
more practised in the art of mrmtiug or re-
pairing the ravages of time—an art which has
its privciples and a great variety of practical
recipes.” Lady Mary Wortley Montagn, when
in the Kast, applied some of the celebrated
Balm of Mecea to her cheeks; but, instead or
making her ‘‘beautifol forever,”’ her facn was
ved apd swollen for three days. (Lotter
xxxvil ) :

Tha Chinege belles, bavivg at night be-
danbed themselves with a mixtnre of tes, oil,
apd rice-flour, ecrape this off fn the morniog,
and apply a white powder called #iMaen Fan,"”
touching up the checks and noatrils, and the
tip of the toogue, with a Jlittle carmive, and
sprinkle rice-powder over the face as a finish-
ing touch,

i‘he celebrated Hpogary Water was first
prepared in 1370 by (tueen Elizabeth of Han-

ary, who had the recipe from a hermit, and

same g0 beautiful through the nse of it that
her hand was asked in marrisge at the age of
seventy-two by the King of Poland, In am
anclent French porfumery book, entitled “Les
ta de Maistre Alexys de Pledmontois,"

we find the followiog ocurions formula for &
marvellons water: —'‘Take & young raven from
the nest, feed it on hard eggs for forty days,

kill it, and distil it with myrtle-leaves, tale,
and almond oil.” Ina French m of the
thirteenth édntary (printed in Falrholt's aol-
leotion of “Batirioal Bongs and Posms on Cos-
fnme,’ published by the Peroy Boolety fn
1840), desoriptive of the wares of & mercor, ha
declares:—"l have colton with which they
1ouge, and whitening with which they whiten
themeelves,*

Edward de Vere, Rarl of Oxford, introdnced
mavy cosmetios, perfumes, oto., from abroad,
into the court of Elizabeth, to the great de.
light of the Virgin Queen and her ladies,

The Duchess of Noweastle (temp. Charles 1)
recommends ladies to remove the first skin off
the face with oll of vitriol, that a new skin
may come in its place; a very strangs way of
improving the complexion. Shakespaare, in
Hamlet (Aot i, Bo, 1), says:—*I have heard
of your paintings too, well enongh; God hath
given you one face, and yon maks yoursalves
sanother.”  And Evelyn, in hia Diary (1055),
remarks:—“l now observed how the women
began to paint themselyes, formerly a most
ignowinions thing, avd used ouly by wowmen
ol bad character.”  Buat as early as 1602, wa
gather from un allusion in Marston's
and Mellida that counrtiers of the male sex
ocensionally nsed color for their faces. *‘Rosia-
line,”' one of the chiaracters in the play, enn
merating Lthe faults of her sultors, snys:—
“The fitth paints, and has always & good color
ior what he speaks.”’

Buolwer, in his Artisicial Changeling (1650),
tells ug:—"Sometimus they think they have
tco much color; then they nse art to make
them pale and falr. Now they have too little
color; then Spanish paper, red leather, or
other cosmetival rubrics must be hai.”? Even
Waller complains of his “Sacharissa;'’ —

"Pygmallon's fute reversad by mine

His mprble took both flesh aod blood ;

All that I worshiped ns divine,

That benaty— now "tis understond—

Avvents 1o have uo mote of life

Than that whereofl he framed hls wifa.”
And the Paritan Stabbes, in 1658, observes:—

YAnd first 1 will beglin to teuch
Upon this daublog rnlul;

Their pride that way 1t s so muoh,
It makes my Muase grow (aln.”

The author of “Epgland’'s Vanity™ (1683)
is very geévere upon the subjeca of paint. He
ends his remarks thus:—"The French have a
good litany: ‘From beef without mustard,
& rervant whioh overvalnes himself, and
from a woman which painteth, geod Lord, deliver
us.'"

Mr. Fairholt says Spaunish paper was nsed
for the purpose. It was made up into
little Looks, and a leaf was torm ont, and
rubbed upon the cheeks, the vermilion pow-
der which covered it beiug thus trausferred to
the face,

In the Spectator (1711), an unfortnnate hus-
band complains:—'*As for my dear, never man
was 50 enamored as I was of Ler fair forehead,
neck, and arms, as well as the bright jet of her
hair; but, to my great astonishment, I fonnd
they were all the eflect of art, Her skin is so
tarnished by the practice, that, when she first
wakes in the moerning, she scarce seems youn
enough to be the mother of her whom I carrie
to bed the night before. I shall take the
liberty to part with her tle first opportunity,
unless her father will make her portion suit-
able to her real, not her assnmed conntenance,*’
Walpole says that Lady Mary Wortley Mon-
tagn pot only used the cheapest white paint
ghe could get, but left it on her skin 50 long
that it was obliged to be seragad off her face.
Beautiful Lady Coventry’s husband used to
chage her round the dinver-table, that he
might remove ithe obnoxious ocolor with a
uapkin!
tespeoting face-painting in modern times, we
know from advertisements that it is extensively
practired. Some paints were particularly
uged by setors. M'me Rachel, in her exami-
nation before the Ingolvent Debtors’ Court in
1862, stated that her profission was a lucrativa
ope, and that she somstimes obtained
more than twenty guineas for enamelling a
lady’s face. So that a lady may La swarthy
or wrinkled, withered or sallow, and yet ap-
pear before the world in the blooming graces
of sweet sixteen, and

WWith earlous arts dim charms roevive,

And triomph in the bloow of Bfty-fAyve.”

We certainly prefer
“A woman's face with Natlure's own Land
palnted."

A fashion analagous to that of painting, and
which prevailed about the sams time, was
\bat of wearing black patchea out in various
shapes. Glapthorne, in his Lady's Frivdege
{1640, says:—‘Look you, gignor, if’'t be a
lover's part you are to act, take a black spot
or two. I can farnish you; 't will make your
face more amorous, and appear more gracions
in your mistress’ eyes.”’ In a rare broadsids,
printed in 1046, styled “The Picture of an
Anglish Anticke,”” we have a copper-plate of
& first-rate exqnisite in the period, who has
Lis face epotted with patches. DBut thia was
cnly #n old custom revived, for the practice
was fashionable with the Roman dams in the
latter days of the Ewmpire. Regnlos, afamons
Roman lawyer, used to anocint his right or
left eye, and wear a whits patch over the
right side or the left of hia forehead, as he was
to plead either for the plaintiff or defendant.

In Wit Restored,' a poem printed in 1658,
we are told of a lady:—

“Her patches are of every cut,
For pimiples aud for sears;
Here's all the wandering plunels’ sigus,
And some of the fixed stirs,
Al eady gummed, Lo make tuhem stick,
They need 2o othersky.”
There is a curions engraving of a lady with
patches in the form of triangles, hall-moons,
stars, and oroeses, in the title-page to a ser-
mon by Audrew Jones, entitled Morbus Satani-
or The Sin of Pride (15th ed, 1600), in
which be spraks of it as a commnon custowm with
our proud ladies ‘‘to spot their faces with
black patches.”” Mr, Pepys, It appears, did
pot object to them, for he declared that his
wife with two or thres patches loked far
handgomer than the Princess lenriotts, The
game pentleman says that the Dachess of Naw-
ogstie wore many patoches “*becanse of pimplea
abont Ler meuth.” The author of “God’s
Volce sgalnst 'iide in Apparel” (1653) says
that the black pstohes remind him of plague-
gpotsi—*'And methioks the mourning cosch
aud Liorses, &ll in blavk, and plying in thajr
forebeads, stavd ready harnessed to whirl
them to Ackeron, thongh I pity poor Charon
for the darkness of the night, siuce the moon
on the olesk I8 all an eclipss, aud the poor
stars on the temples are olonded In zables, and
no gomfort left him but the losenges om his
chin, which, if he pleases, he may pick off for
his cold,”

A writer in the Werld, for 1754, says: —
“Though I have seen with patlonce the cap
diminishing to the size of a patoh, T have not
with the #ame unconcern observed the patch
enlarging itself to the size of @ cap. It is with
great gorrow that I already gee it in posssssion
of that beantiful masa of blus which borders
upon the eye. Bhonld it inorease on the side
of that exquisite featurs, what an eolipse have
we to drend | But surely it s to be hoped
that the ladies will not give np that place to a
plagter which the brightest jewel in the uni-
verge would waut lustre to supply.” The
present generation may possibly witness a
revival of the fashion, as it Las wilnessed the
reappearance of the hoops, high-heeled boots,
long gloves, eto., of the Gregorian period. All
